However, Wicher et al. does not disclose the identical information to the first 
and second memory locations. Singhal et al. discloses in figure 1, a first memory location (24) for storing contents to be displayed by the 
first display (CRT21), and a second memory location (24'). Therefore, the combination of Wicher et al. and Singhal et al. are satisfied for 
its intended purpose. 
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
